as East Jordan rallied from a 20-11 
deficit to cut the Rambler lead to 
26-25 headed into the half. 

“We got off to a good start then 
had a couple guys get in early foul 
trouble and lost some rhythm in 
second quarter,” Boyne coach 
Nick Redman said.” We had great 
effort on defense tonight.” 

The second half started with 
Butler once again hitting big shot 
after big shot, as he took a nice 
feed from Ryan Carson for an easy 
basket, then hit a jumper from the 
left elbow, and then dropped a 
three for a 33-25 Boyne lead at the 
3:26 mark of the third. 

“Cole Butler really stepped up 
tonight,” Redman added. “He got 
us going in the third quarter, 
Maceo Vroman played well offen- 
sively as well.” 

After a timeout, East Jordan 
would respond with Bacchus scor- 
ing and drawing a foul, bringing 
the Red Devils to within 33-27. 

The Ramblers would close out 
the quarter on a 6-0 run for a 39-27 
lead, outscoring East Jordan 13-2 
in the quarter. 

The Boyne City defense kept the 
Red Devils off balance once again 
the fourth quarter as they held EJ 
to six points. 

“Nick Vellis battled inside and 
Ryan Carson did a good job re- 
bounding,” the Rambler coach 
said. “Ryan gave us quality min- 
utes, (after recovering from in- 
jury) he is getting into game 
shape.”

Men pledge to help 
end violence against 
women with White 
Ribbon Campaign 


A White Ribbon Campaign 
event will take place during a 
basketball game between 
Petoskey and Charlevoix at 
Petoskey High School gymna- 
sium at 6:00 p.m. on Tuesday, 
January 15. The event is being 
organized by the Violence Pre- 
vention Team with support 
from the 100 Men Campaign to 
encourage local men to get in- 
volved in helping end violence 
against women and girls. 

The White Ribbon Campaign 
invites men to be part of the 
movement to help end this vio- 
lence by speaking out against it 
and encouraging respect. The 
White Ribbon Campaign was 
started by a group of Canadian 
men who decided they had a re- 
sponsibility to speak out about 
violence against women after 
the 1991 Montreal Massacre. 
They organized the White Rib- 
bon Campaign as a way for men 
to show their opposition to all 
forms of discrimination and vi- 
olence against women. Wear- 
ing a white ribbon became a 
symbol of their commitment to 
end this violence and increase 
respect for women. Over the 
years, the White Ribbon Cam- 
paign has spread to other coun- 
tries including the US. 

“We continue to see too many 
examples of violence against 
women in the news,” said Vio- 
lence Prevention Team member 
Mark Fralick who is also an 
area educator and coach. “Be- 
yond what we see broadcast 
through the media, there are 
many more acts of violence 
that occur locally, nationally 
and throughout the world. It’s 
epidemic.” 

A 2010 national survey by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
found that 1 in 5 women had 
been raped in their lifetime, 
and 1 in 4 women had been the 
victim of severe physical vio- 
lence by an intimate partner. 
Locally, the Women’s Resource 
Center of Northern Michigan 
(WRCNM) handled 1,001 calls to 
their 24-hour crisis line, last 
year. During that same time, 
the agency’s Safe Home pro- 
vided emergency shelter for 139 
domestic abuse survivors and 
their children. An additional 
557 domestic abuse survivors 
were provided counseling, sup- 
port and advocacy through the 
WRCNWM’s domestic abuse pro- 
gram. Last year the agency 
also provided critical support 
services to 321 survivors of sex- 
ual assault, including immedi- 
ate support at local emergency 
rooms. 

“One goal of the local White 
Ribbon committee is to mobi- 
lize men in the community to 
support respect and equality for 
women and girls in their 
thoughts, their words and their 
actions,” said Fralick who also 
volunteers on the White Ribbon 
Campaign committee. White 
Ribbons will be provided to 
men at the basketball game who 
agree to support the campaign 
by pledging to never commit, 
condone or remain silent about 
violence against women and 
girls. 

The Violence Prevention 
Team consists of key commu- 
nity stakeholders, including 
representatives from local 
health agencies, schools, ath- 
letic organizations, hospitals, 
social service agencies, faith- 
based organizations and the 
Women’s Resource Center of 
Northern Michigan. These vol- 
unteer members have a vested 
interest in working toward a vi- 
olence-free community.
